LONDON, Jimc 11.—Lieutenant-General 


Blr Frederick Forestier-Walker, in com- 
mand of the lines of communication in 
South Africa, reports that in tlie disaster, 
to the British troops June. 7th at Roorle- 
val, whTe the Boer cut Lord Roberts' line 
of communications, the Fourth Battalion 
of the Derbyshire Rc^ment wore all 
killed, wounded or made prisoners, ex- 
cept six enlisted men. Two offlcera and 
fifteen men were killed and five, officer* 
or.d seventy-two men weie wounded, 
Bia-ny of them severely.
